President Kennedy Makes Radio-TY Pitch for Tax Reduction Plan 


WASHINGTON Uh — President 
Kennedy has urged tile people to 
speak up in support of his tax re­ 
duction program. He said its bene­ 
fits would range from new washing 
machines 
for 
families 
to 
new 
strength around the world for the 
American dollar and freedom. 
“ (tut that hill is iii danger of 
being weakened or deferred,*' de­ 
clared Kennedy . “ It ileitis jour 
help, y our v oice.** 
Thus through a national radio and 
telev ision 
speech, 
the 
President 
sought to light a grassroots fire 
under Congress on behalf of the 


$lt-billion tax reduction — which 
he called the most important do­ 
mestic economic measure rn 15 
y ears. 


The first major hurdle will come 
nex t Wednesday when the House is 
ex pected to v ote on the tax pro­ 
gram. Hut Kennedy was also look­ 
ing toward the Senate where the 
bill faces a stormy time. 


Kennedy directed his apiieal all 
along the economic front, from 
businessmen to factory workers, 
from families watching their own 
shaky budgets lo citizens worried 


ov er the gov ernment’s unbalanced 
budget. 
He asked for quick passage of 
the UU without a proposed Repub­ 
lican amendment ty ing tax cuts to 
curbs on spending. 
Almost as soon as Kennedy fin­ 
ished his address, William E. Mil­ 
ler, Republican n a t io n a l •chairman, 
fired off 
telegrams 
to 
the net­ 
works asking equal time to reply 
to the President. 
Retorting to COP charges of fis­ 
cal recklessness, Kennedy said: 
“ No wasteful, inefficient or un­ 
necessary gov ernment activ ity will 


be tolerated on the grounds that it 
helps employ ment. W e,are pledged 
to a course of true fiscal responsi­ 
bility , 
leading 
to 
a 
balanced 
budget.” 
Much of his amical was di­ 
rect'd to people like the $8,IMM)- 
a y ear family w h o s e prospectiv e 
benefits Im- singled out as an ex ­ 
ample. The head of such a house­ 
hold, he said, could look to the 
tax cill for enough ex tra take 
home pay lo meet “ the install­ 
ments on a new dishwasher for 
his wife.” 
Other families, he went on, might 


prefer to use theirs on “ a now 
spring 
wardrobe, 
or 
a 
washing 
machine, or a longer v acation trip, 
or a down pay ment on a new car 
or a new home.” And he said the 
demand so created would help the 
country "skip a 
recession” 
and 
prov ide the IO million jobs needed 
in the nex t 2 Va y ears. 
Kennedy obv iously was looking 
for some help from Republicans, 
tex ). 
He said: 
“ This is not a question cd parly 
ii 
Is a question of 
jobs 
and 
growth. It is a question of wheth­ 


er our tax pay ers and business­ 
men and workers will get the 
break they deserv e. As the Con­ 
gress prepares to v ote on this 
Issue, I strongly urge y ou to s u p ­ 
port (his hill for y our family 's 
sake 
and

The tax proposal that Republicans 


hav e put forth would prov ide that 


the tax cut. which Kennedy wants 
to start Jan I, would not take ef­ 
fect unless he submitted spending 
budgets not greater than $9 7 bil­ 
lion for the present fiscal y ear, 


which started July I, and $9 8 bil­ 
lion for nex t y ear, 
This would mean cuts of about 
$1 billion from this y ear's spend­ 
ing and perhaps as much as $3 
billion 
to 
$4 
billion 
from 
nex t 
y ear’s which has not y et been es­ 
timated in detail. 
Denouncing “ credit card gov ­ 
ernment,” Miller, a New York 
congressman, told the networks 
in 
his telegrams asking equal 
time that millions of Americans 
in 
both 
parties 
disagree 
with 
what he* called the “ formula of 
liv ing it up unlay through huge 


spending and charging (he billa 
to our children and reducing fed­ 
eral rev enues.” 
Without spelling it out, Kennedy 
lit into Hie earlier Republican pro­ 
posal—and tried also to counter 
an 
ex pected 
slowdown 
in 
the 
Senate that might delay the bill 
until nex t y ear.

According to a report released by 
the American Medical Association a 
study of summer camps indicates 
that, a higher percentage of acci­ 
dents befall the counsellors than the 
campers. 
The eight-week 
surv ey of 
acci­ 
dental injuries at three northeastern 
camps rev ealed “ a remarkably low 
accident rate among the campers, 
iv itll a contrastingly high rate among 
the staff.” 


The high accident rate among 
the counsellors was linked to (he 
ratio of 
campers 
lo counsellors 
as well as the counsellors’ efforts 
to “ keep up” with the y ounger, 
more energetic campers. 
The study also showed that the 
highest rate of counsellor accidents 
occurred at an upper New' York 
State 
Boy 
Scout Camp 
where 
a 
staff of 50 was in charge of 9 15 
campers. 


At a priv ate camp on the south­ 
eastern 
coast 
of 
M assachusetts 
where the ratio was 24 counsellors 
to 127 girls and boy s, the rate of 
staff injuries also ex ceeded that of 
the children. 


Howev er, at the third camp in 
the New Hampshire foothills with 
53 candlers and 23 staff members, 
the 
accident 
rate 
was 
higher 
among the y oungsters. 
Another 
interesting 
finding 
was 
that the more ex perienced campers 
and staff suffered more frequent, 
serious injuries than the others.

Board Adopts

A budget calling for $29 5,700 more 
in receipts than estimated ex penses 
was adopted Wednesday night by 
the Dix on Board of Education. 


The budget for the fiscal y ear 
ending June 30. 19 64. estim ates re­ 
ceipts of $2,168,551 against budgeted 
ex penses 
amounting 
to 
$1,864,9 80, 
which is $7,9 57 more than the actual 
cost to operate the school during 
the last fiscal y ear. 
The approv ed budget differs in 
three areas from the one presented 
a month ago. 
Business manager Richard Folk 
said 
the 
ex pected 
rev enue 
from 
state aid is down $15,000 lv ecau.se 
Gov . Otto Horner v etoed a bill ap­ 
prov ing a hike in aid from $252 to 
$29 7 per pupil. 
The ex tra trips for kindergarten 
students who are attending other 
than their regular schools will cost 
the district an ex tra $3,000 during 
the school y ear, Folk told the board.

T he re ’s a pictu re, sou nd and g enerally a light story . You can tu rn off 


y ou r brain and let the telev ision do the w ork 
W atching telev ision is essentially a passiv e process. T here ’s nothing 


w rong w ith that. As a m atter of fact, it’s good to relax that w ay at tim es 


B u t d on’t try to stu dy that way ! 
I/Ots o f students appro ach a bo o k pa ssiv ely . They figure that if 
they ha v e 5 0 pa ges id study ing to do , all they need do is sit do wn, 


turn o ff their brains, and lo o k at all the wo rds. It J ust do esn’t wo rk. 


A bo o k isn’t a telev isio n set. 
A book can org anize m ate ria l for y ou bu t if s u p to y ou to dig the 
facts ou t of the pages; y ou ’ll hav e to do the w ork lf y ou w ork hard and 
activ ely , u sing the techniq u es w e’v e been discu ssing-—su rv ey ing, think ing 


and resu rv ey ing —y ou ’ll get at the facts. Bu t if 
y o u w ait for the facts to 


co m e to y ou . . . w ell, it’ll be a long w ait. 
The best w ay to be su re y ou ’re reading activ ely is to dev elop y ou r­ 
self into a q u estioning re ad er. B efore y ou sta rt, q u iz y ou rself: W hat do 


y ou think y ou k now abou t the topic? W hat do y ou ex pect this chapter to 


add to y ou r k now ledge? 
D u ring y ou r first su rv ey , try to answ er the q u estions. Who? W hat? 
W here? W hen? W hy ? How? On the second su rv ey , ask the sam e q u e s­ 


tions, bu t answ er the ones y ou d id n’t get the first tim e arou nd. 
By y o ur third cha pter surv ey (the first sentence o f ea ch pa ra ­ 


gra ph), y o u sho uld ha v e pa rticula r questio ns o n the cha pter to be a n­ 
sw ered. During the rapid reading o f the entire tex t, turn the first 
sentence o f ea ch paragra ph into a questio n—just inv ert it—and a n­ 
sw er it fro m the bo dy o f the paragraph. And then y o u’re ready fo r 


the deta ils—ask y o urself which deta ils can y o u figure o ut fo r y o ur­ 


self. Which o nes need to be m em o rized? 
I f s not really im portant w hich q u estions y ou ask

—enlisting citizen suppo rt to co r­ 
rect these deterrents to industrial 
gro wth. 
Ty pical o f the pro blems retarding 
business ex pansio n in so me lo calities 
are zo ning matters, bad labo r cli­ 
mate. po o r educatio nal, cultural and 
recreatio nal facilities, and inadeq uate 
water and sewer and o ther co mmu 
nity services. 
A co mm unit y must be prepared to 
meet the needs o f ex isting plants and 
tho se it seeks to attract befo re it can 
lo gically ho pe to get results fro m an 
industrial 
develo pment 
pro mo tio n 
pro gram. This is a basic principle in 
industrial develo pment which was 
never mo re true than it is to day .

To so me perso ns this may be the 
ato mic age o r the space ago To 
o thers, it is the hy pertensive agt. 
Hy pertensio n 
(high 
blo o d 
pres­ 
sure) 
is increasing, no t o nly in 
prevalence but also in tha number 
o f facto rs that seem to pro duce it, 
o r to bt clo sely asso ciated with it. 
Certain tumo rs o f the glands o f 
internal secretio n, hardening o f tha 
arteries, kidney disease, so me kinds 
o f brain tumo r, and the to x emias 
that co mplicate pregnancy (eclamp­ 
sia, etc.) may cause it. But in the 
majo rity o f perso ns, who se blo o d 
pressure is high, the cause is un­ 
kno wn. 
It is a mistake to assume that I 
high blo o d pressure reading indi 
cates heart disease o r a po o r o ut­ 
lo o k fo r the future. A little ex ertio n 
a little ex citement, o r a mild feeling 
o f uneasiness o r apprehensio n will 
usually send the pressure way abo ve 
the arbitrary no rmal. 
That is why , when y o ur do cto r 
gets a high reading, he is likely to 
have y o u rest fo r a few minutes 
Then, when he takes it again 
will o ften be fo und to have returned 
to no rmal, o r at least to have co me 
do wn to a lo wer level. 
It has beco me a po pular say ing 
amo ng do cto rs that the best way to 
lo wer y o ur blo o d pressure is 
take it again. When y o ur do cto r 
takes y o ur pressure he will alway * 
reco rd two readings. 
The upper 
level, the sy sto lic 
pressure, is that which results 
fro m the po werful thro at o f blo o d 
into 
y o ur 
arteries 
when 
y o ur 
heart co ntracts. The lo wer level, 
the diasto lic pressure, is the level 
to which the pressure falls J ust 
befo re the nex t heartbeat. 
The sy sto lic pressure is much less 
stable than the diasto lic. Sy sto lic 
pressure sho o ts up rapidly with wo rk 
o r ex citement and co mes do wn just 
as rapidly with rest o r a return o f 
calm. Th# diasto lic pressure is much 
mo re stable and therefo re mo re 
Impo rtant. When it go es up. it us­ 
ually stay s up. and when it stay s 
up this may be a warning that 
serio us hy pertensio n will develo p 
in time. 
Many perso ns who se blo o d pres­ 
sure do es no t co me do wn after a 
rest are still able to lead active 
lives and survive to a ripe o ld age, 
but because in o ther* the hy per­ 
tensio n is pro gressive and may lead 
to an early death fro m malignant 
hy pertensio n, 
the 
insurance 
co m­ 
panies have no cho ir# but to raise 
the premiums o n all perso ns with 
a high o r even an unstable blo o d 
pressure. 
In additio n to the facto rs already 
mentio ned, heredity may play a part 
in 
high 
blo o d 
pressure. 
Obesity 
is surely a facto r, and the pressure 
no rmally increases so mewhat with 
age. Wo men sho w a greater tend­ 
ency to high blo o d pressure than 
but they seem to to lerate it 
readily .

It all depends on what the Ameri­ 
can 
public does with

fields (radio, television, records) 
will benefit; if they spend it away 
from 
home, it will 
hp movies, rught 
clubs and theaters 
which will reap 
the bulk of the riches. 
Chances are, of course, that the 
public will do a bit of both, and 
that all fields of entertainment will 
get their share of the leisure loot. 
They are all confidently expecting 
it. 
Here is what some of the industry 
leaders think:
